Enjoying life on Indiana's North Coast 



O n every one of Vince Zampillo's 
days off for a year, he and his 
wife, Sandy, got in a car at their 
home on Chicago's south side and 
drove for an hour until they were in 
the middle of Northwest Indiana. Once 
there, they drove around looking for a 
place to live, a place that would be 
bigger and more serene than their 
house in the city. After a year of look¬ 
ing—even getting out of the car to talk 
to people in the neighborhoods they 
liked—the Zampillos settled on a 
neighborhood in the Porter County 
town of Chesterton. Now, 17 months 
later, their only regret is that they didn't 
move sooner. 


"We have two young kids and I 
didn't want to raise them in the city," 
says Sandy Zampillo. "Up there you 
have to lock your doors, and when you 
let your kids outside, you only let them 
in your own yard. Here, we let them 
run anywhere they want and we rarely 
lock our doors. It's so much nicer here." 

The Zampillos discovered what 
many residents of the northwest cor¬ 
ner of the Hoosier State have known 
for years. In Northwest Indiana, resi¬ 
dents have all the advantages of Chi¬ 
cago—from culture to entertainment 
to Lake Michigan—without the 
hassles, crowding, high crime or high 
prices and taxes. 

RECREATION 

Many people are attracted to North¬ 
west Indiana by Lake Michigan and its 
miles of beaches in Lake, Porter and 
LaPorte counties. Indiana's North 
Coast provides natural beauty that is 
unequaled anywhere in the state. The 
opportunities for recreation and fun 
are endless. 

For starters, there is the Indiana 
Dunes National Lakeshore, which 
draws visitors year-round from 
throughout the Midwest. The 12,000- 
acre national park includes West 
Beach for swimming and relaxing; 
the Chellberg Farm, where a 19th- 
century working farm has been re¬ 
created; and the Bailly Homestead, 
which features the restored homes of 
some of the region's first settlers. The 
national park comprises miles of 
woodland hiking trails that show¬ 



case the natural beauty of the area. 

Porter County also is the home of the 
Indiana Dunes State Park, which boasts 
a three-mile shoreline and a half-mile 
swimming beach. The park contains a 
1,500-acre nature preserve and has 
naturalists on staff who lead hikes and 
discussion groups. More than 1.2 mil¬ 
lion visitors come to the park each year 
to picnic, camp, hike and cross-coun¬ 
try ski. 

Each county in the region also runs 
its own parks, which offer a wide vari¬ 
ety of year-round activities to appeal 
to every interest. The region has more 
than 250parks and 40 golf courses, and 
dozens of freshwater lakes and streams 
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for fishing and canoeing. "I just love it 
down here/' says Corya Charming, a 
Noblesville native who moved toGary 
from Chicago a year ago. "There is a 
natural beauty that is nestled in be¬ 
tween the industry. It's rare." 

For boaters who prefer to spend their 
leisure time under full power or under 
sail, nearly every city on the Lake Michi- 
gan shore has both private and public 
marinas either in operation or on the 
drawing board. The newest of these is 
the Hammond Marina, which opened 
in May 1990. The marina has more 
than 1,100 slips and can accommodate 
recreational boats of any size. "We 
definitely consider ourselves to be a 


regional facility," says Lou Timberlake, 
marina director. People from Indiana 
and out of state alike bring their boats 
to the facility. Along with a full range 
of boating services, the Hammond 
Marina boasts the Mil waukee Clipper, 
which is permanently moored in the 
marina and has a restaurant and bar 
on board. 

East Chicago also has a public ma¬ 
rina named after Mayor Robert 
Pastrick. It has 250 slips, as well as 
indoor rack storage for another 250 
boats up to 28 feet long. Farther east, in 
Gary, plans call for the construction of 
a 150-acre marina with four boat¬ 
launching ramps and at least 250 boat 


slips. The marina plans could lead to 
further recreational and residential 
development nearby. 

In Portage, the city plans to build a 
marina with six launching ramps and 
as many as 250 slips. "We're right in 
the midd le of the southernmost tip of 
the lake," says Mayor Sammie 
Maletta. "It's an ideal spot to dock 
your boat." 

Michigan City, in western LaPorte 
County, hosted the yachting compe¬ 
tition for the 10th Pan American 
Games in 1987. There are two public 
marinas with a total of 553 boat slips 
and three private marinas with a to¬ 
tal of 151 slips. 
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HOUSING 

Perhaps one of the best reasons to 
move to Northwest Indiana is the cost 
of housing, which is far less than it is in 
Chicago or in the suburbs on the Illi¬ 
nois side of the state line. "In the last 
five years. Northwest Indiana hasbeen 
discovered by Illinois residents," says 
David A. Bochnowski, president and 
CEO of the People's Bank in Munster. 
"The Illinois housing market has priced 
itself right out of people's ranges, but 
they are still looking for larger places 
to live." Bochnowski calculates that 
buyers can get a house 50 percent larger 
in Indiana for only 50 percent to 75 
percent of the tax bite.The Zampillo 
family, for example, paid about $1,400 
a year in property taxes on their Chi¬ 
cago home whereas in Chesterton, they 
pay only $1,000 a year for a house with 
a lot four times the size of the one they 
had in Chicago. 

According to the Indiana Associa¬ 
tion of Realtors, the average 1990 price 
of a house was $64,000 in Lake County, 
$83,000 in Porter County and $47,900 
in LaPorte County. Compare that with 
$116,800 in Chicago. The Northwest 
Indiana average is better than Detroit, 
Minneapolis and the Ohio cities of 
Columbus and Cleveland. In Indiana, 
only the South Bend and Fort Wayne 
areas have lower averages. 

New subdivisions crop up almost 
monthly in Dyer, Schererville and 
Munster in Lake County, which seem 
to attract the most new residents. There 
also is explosive growth in Merrillville, 
St. John and the county seat of Crown 
Point. 

One such development is Briar Ridge 
in Dyer and Schererville. Briar Ridge is 
a golf course community that covers 
900 acres and features 27 holes of golf. 
The development has single-family 
houses, townhouses and condomini¬ 
ums—and will house about 900 fami¬ 
lies when it is complete. 

Activity along all the residential 
portions of Indiana's Lake Michigan 
shoreline is strong. 

The Miller section on the east side 
of Gary is a small enclave of older 
houses near the beaches of Lake 
Michigan. Housing sales in this area 
are brisk as well. Miller is a small 
community with easy access to Chi- 
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cago by highway and by train. 

The migration of people from Illi¬ 
nois into Indiana has followed a west- 
to-east pattern. Consequently, Lake 
County is more developed and thus 
more expensive than either Porter or 
LaPorte counties. But that is chang¬ 
ing. The new communities in the 
southern part of Lake County are 
filling up and prospective residents 
have begun to look toward Porter 
County for housing. 

In Porter County, the hottest resi¬ 
dential areas are in Valparaiso in the 
center of the county and in Chesterton 
and Portage in the northern section. 
"In the past year, we have seen subdi¬ 
visions and developments crop up all 
over the county/' says William D. 
Davis, vice president in charge of resi¬ 
dential loan production for Indiana 
Federal Savings and Loan Association 
in Valparaiso. 

Dick Blastick, manager of residen¬ 
tial sales for Coldwell Banker First 
American in Valparaiso, says houses 
in Porter County typically start at about 
$60,000. A few go for as little as $45,000. 
Houses in Portage sell for between 
$80,000 and $100,000. Residences in 
the exclusive Ogden Dunes develop¬ 
ment along Lake Michigan in western 
Porter County start at $150,000. Units 
in two developments near Valparaiso, 
Chandana Point and Shorewood, sell 
for$180,000ormore.Chandana is built 
next to the Valparaiso Country Club. 
"Indiana is still a good buy, even with 
the prices going up the way they are," 
says Blastick. 

SCHOOLS 

The schools in Northwest Indiana 
are also a drawing card for many 
people who want good education for 
their children without the hassles and 
problems of big-city school systems. 
Throughout the region the schools are 
first-rate. Especially commendable are 
the systems in Munster, Chesterton, 
Hammond, LaPorte and Valparaiso. 

Leo Joint, director of education for 
the Valparaiso Community Schools, 
says the strength of his district lies in its 
parents and others who are commit¬ 
ted to a high quality of education for 
their youngsters. Among the highlights 
of the school program are instruction 


in five foreign languages and a num¬ 
ber of honors courses offered at nearby 
Valparaiso University. 

School officials in Munster say the 
community is responsible for the suc¬ 
cess of the schools. 'This is a very 
committed community as a whole to 
education," says Thomas G. Mandon, 


the school district's business manager. 
'The people of Munster value educa¬ 
tion." Students at Munster schools may 
attend Purdue University Calumet for 
honors programs, and the school sys¬ 
tem also offers advanced studies in 
foreign languages, math and sciences. 
Munster's program for gifted-and-tal- 
ented students reacheschildrenasearlv 
as the first grade. 

In the arena of higher education, 
there also is a wide array of options in 
four-year and two-year programs. 

For starters, the region is host to 
large regional campuses of both Indi¬ 
ana University and Purdue universi¬ 
ties. IU's Northwest campus is in Gary, 
while Purdue has campuses in 
Hammond and Westville. The area's 
largest university campus is Purdue 
Calumet in the southern section of 
Hammond. Located on a 180-acre sub¬ 
urban site, Purdue Calumet has more 
than 8,000 students enrolled in a vari¬ 
ety of programs. It grants degrees in 
more than 80 disciplines. Purdue also 
has a North Central campus in 
Westville in LaPorte County. 

Indiana University Northwest in 
Gary has more than 5,(XXI students. 
Degree programs in the full range of 
arts and sciences and many graduate 
degree programs are offered on the 
campus. 

Several smaller, but highly reputed, 
colleges are located in the Northwest 
Indiana region. Calumet College in 
Whiting offers 26 undergraduate ma¬ 
jors and 27 associate degree and certifi- 
cate programs. Valparaiso University 
in Porter County is the nation's largest 
Lutheran-affiliated university, with 
about 3,800 students. It operates the 


only law school in Northwest Indiana. 
The university also offers a wide vari¬ 
ety of programs in business, engineer¬ 
ing and the fine arts. In all, it offers 70 
fields of study, which lead to 23 differ¬ 
ent degrees. 

In Rensselaer, St. Joseph's College 
draws about 1,000 students to study a 


variety of liberal arts disciplines on a 
140-acre campus. The college awards 
both four-year and two-year degrees. 

More than 2,300 students seek con¬ 
tinuing education or career enhance¬ 
ment at Indiana Vocational Technical 
College, also know n as Ivy Tech, w hich 
has campuses in Gary, Hammond and 
Valparaiso. The Ivy Tech campus in 
Gary has embarked on an ambitious 
new r program in conjunction w r ith the 
region's steel mills, utilities and labor 
organizations to make its classes more 
accessible to workers. 

HEALTH CARE 

The health-care facilities in North¬ 
west Indiana rival those of any major 
U.S. metropolitan area. It has 18 hospi¬ 
tals as well as a full range of clinics, 
professional offices and nursing facili¬ 
ties. Heading the list are major hospi¬ 
tals in Gary, Merrillville and 
Valparaiso. 

The Methodist Hospitals have large 
facilities in Merrillville and Gary. A 
full range of comprehensive care is 
available at the two hospitals. The 
Northwest Indiana regional cancer 
center at Methodist conducts state-of- 
the-art cancer research and offers com- 
prehensivediagnosisand treatment of 
the disease. Methodist also is the re¬ 
gional center for treatment and care of 
spinal injuries. Other specialties in¬ 
clude addiction and behavioral treat¬ 
ment as well as maternal and child 
health and gerontology. There is a car¬ 
diac rehabilitation center at Methodist's 
Merrillville hospital. 

In Dyer, the 284-bed Our Lady of 
Mercy Hospital is a leader in preven¬ 
tive medicine. It holds regular fitness

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clinics and works with the local indus¬ 
trial community to promote preven¬ 
tive medicine in the workplace. It also 
has centers for sports medicine, head¬ 
ache treatment, nutrition and weight 
management, behavioral medicine, 
and backpainand spinal disorder treat¬ 


ment. There also is discussion of a 
cooperative effort between Our Lady 
of Mercy and Saint Margaret Hospital 
in Hammond—a 175-bed general-and 
acute-care facility—with the aim of 
better serving both communities. The 
proposed venture is known as St. Mar¬ 


garet Mercy Health Care Centers. 

St. Catherine Hospital in East Chi¬ 
cago and St. Mary Medical Centers in 
Gary and Hobart work together as 
Lakeshore Health System to enhance 
the services they can offer to their com¬ 
munities. Among their offerings that 
benefit business are first-rate occupa¬ 
tional health services, including physi¬ 
cals for new and existing employeesas 
well as executives. 

St. Anthony Medical Center in 
Crown Point is a leader in cardiac 
services. Surgeons there perform hun¬ 
dreds of major procedures a year, and 
cardiologists perform more than a 
thousand angiograms and 
angioplasties. Cancer treatment is an¬ 
other of its specialities, and the 
hospital's rehabilitation services help 
disabled patients regain some of their 
lost abilities. 

In Munster, the 277-bed Commu¬ 
nity Hospital is growing with its com¬ 
munity. The acute-care hospital will 
expand to 320 beds by the late sum¬ 
mer, and will open an oncology center 
in April. It has a neonatology center, 
critical and immediate care, and one of 
Indiana's largest cardiac rehabilitation 
clinics, complete with a physical-fit¬ 
ness center. 

The 353-bed Porter Memorial Hos¬ 
pital in Valparaiso is a regional referral 
hospital for serious illnesses and inju¬ 
ries. The hospital's most outstanding 
facilities are its open-heart surgery 
suites and its neonatal intensive care 
u nit for high-risk and low birth-weight 
babies. 

In LaPorte County, the hospitals are 
LaPorte Hospital in the county seat 
and Memorial Hospital and St. An¬ 
thony Hospital in Michigan City. Me¬ 
morial offers more than 100 beds, a 
full-service emergency room, a Health 
Resource Center and a hospital-based 
substance-abuse treatment center. St. 
Anthony Hospital is a 190-bed facility 
featuring the Michiana Cancer Treat¬ 
ment Center and a full range of health¬ 
care services. 

ENTERTAINMENT 

Certainly one of the advantages of 
living in Northwest Indiana is its prox¬ 
imity to Chicago and to all of the enter¬ 
tainment and cultural opportunities of

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the big city. But area residents don't 
have to venture that far. There are 
enough things to do in the region to 
keep anyone busy. The newest addi¬ 
tion to the cultural scene is the Center 
for Visual and Performing Arts in 
Munster. Though it is only slightly 


more than 2 years old, the center al¬ 
ready has emerged as the cultural hub 
for the entire region. A theater in the 
center hosts summer stock perfor¬ 
mances, a children's theater series and 
performance series that feature cham¬ 
ber music as well as choral and Irish 


folk music and drama. The center, in 
addition, has an art gallery that fre¬ 
quently displays the work of promi¬ 
nent Indiana artists. There is a 
full-service dining room in the center 
that groups often use in combination 
with events staged in the theater. 

In Merrillville, the Star Plaza The¬ 
atre at the Radisson Star Plaza regu¬ 
larly books nationally known 
entertainment, such as Tom Jones, the 
Oak Ridge Boys, Jay Leno and B.B. 
King. The Star Plaza Theatre also is 
home of the Northwest Indiana Sym¬ 
phony. 

SHOPPING 

Northwest Indiana has fine retail 
stores that often give Chicago estab¬ 
lishments a run for their money. The 
Southlake Mall, the Century Consumer 
Mall, the new Merrillville Plaza and 
the Merrillville Crossing, which is 
opening in stages, make Merrillville in 
central Lake County the retail hub for 
the entire region. Retailers such as 
Sears, J.C. Penney and L.S. Ayres pin 
hundreds of other merchants with 
stores in the area. All of these shopping 
centers are within minutes of the junc¬ 
tion of Interstate 65 and U.S. 30, which 
makes them accessible for shoppers 
from as far away as Michigan City and 
the southern suburbs of Chicago. Illi¬ 
nois residents particularly are drawn 
to shops in Indiana because of the 
state's 5 percent sales tax compared 
with the 7 percent tax in Cook County, 
Ill., and the 8 percent tax in the city of 
Chicago. 

Another shopping mecca is the Light¬ 
house Place outlet mall in Michigan 
City, offering 90 manufacturer's outlet 
stores that sell goods at prices 30 per¬ 
cent to 70 percent lower than everyday 
retail. The mall has become an integral 
part of Michigan City's burgeoning 
tourist trade, to which the marinas and 
nearby Indiana Dunes National 
Lakeshore have contributed as well. 

With all these attributes, it's easy to 
see wTiy families such as theZampillos 
have chosen to live in Northwest Indi¬ 
ana. Concludes Chuck Oberlie, presi¬ 
dent of the Northwest Indiana Forum, 
"Once people see what we have to 
offer around here, it's not such a hard 
sell at all, really." ■

Working in 
Northwest Indiana: 

Doing business on Indiana's North Coast 


F or decades since the steel indus¬ 
try first established its beachhead 
on the edge of Lake Michigan, 
the economic fortunes of Indiana's 
North Coast have been linked to the 
giant mills that 
loom over the In¬ 
diana shores. 

The steel indus¬ 
try's presence in 
Lake and Porter 
counties is an im¬ 
pressive one, both 
physically and fi¬ 
nancially. Five 
mills owned by 
LTV Corp., Inland 
Steel Co., USX 
Corp., National 
Steel Co. and 
Bethlehem Steel 
Corp. virtually line 
the shore of Lake 
Michigan between 
Portage and East 
Chicago. T ogether, 
the five industrial 
complexes make 
more than a fifth of the steel produced 
in the United States. No region in the 
country can boast such a share of the 
industry. The mills employ more than 
35,000 workers, according to recent 
statistics. 

All the steel companies have made 
huge investments to upgrade their In¬ 
diana facilities, and they plan to con¬ 
tinue that trend. 1991, for example, 
saw the completion of $260 million 
worth of expansion and improvement 


at the USX mill, known as USS Gary 
Works. In all, in the past five years the 
area's mills have invested $5 billion in 
modernization projects. 

Charles Oberlie, president of the 


Northwest Indiana Forum, predicts that 
in the next year, however, the region's 
highly respected health-care industry 
will overtake steel in employment. 

Oberlie works out of a small office 
tucked into an out-of-the-way side 
street in Merrillville. From there, he 
directs the effort to expand and diver¬ 
sify the economy for a seven-county 
area. Most of the growth is centered in 
the three northernmost counties— 
Lake, Porter and LaPorte—along the 


southern edge of Lake Michigan. The 
remaining four counties—Jasper, 
Newton, Pulaski and Starke—are ru¬ 
ral areas with much smaller popula¬ 
tion bases than their three neighbors to 
the north. None¬ 
theless, they sup¬ 
port a diverse 
industrial base in 
addition to the ag¬ 
ricultural-services 
industry. 

Oberlie's busi¬ 
ness bible—ind eed 
the bible for the 
entire recruitment 
effort in the re¬ 
gion—is a study on 
target marketing 
completed in 1991 
by the consulting 
firm PHH Fantus, 
which is the 
nation's leading 
company in the 
field of corporate 
location strategic 
planning. Fantus 
examined the region and its entire de¬ 
mographic and economic picture and 
selected 10 manufacturing industries 
suited for the region. Oberlie and the 
forum whittled the list down to five 
realistic targets and hit the road on an 
intense recruiting trip. Selected for 
emphasis were food processing, auto¬ 
motive parts and accessories, fabri¬ 
cated metals, control instruments and 
plastics industries. 

"Northwest Indiana is an excellent

area for businesses/' says Bob Buhle, 
vice president of Centier Bank in Whit¬ 
ing. "We've got tremendous transpor¬ 
tation facilities that businesses need/' 

"You couldn't find a better location 
in the Midwest/' agrees Terri Petras of 
the forum staff. "In terms of accessibil¬ 
ity to markets. Northwest Indiana is 
prime. It is within 500 miles of 40 per¬ 
cent of the U.S. consumer market and 
that's as simple as an overnight truck 
trip for most products." Northwest 
Indiana is crisscrossed by interstate 
highways that run coast-to-coast and 
from north to south. There also is ex¬ 
tensive rail and air service and ship¬ 
ping through the Port of Indiana at 
Bums Harbor in Porter County. 

And, perhaps most important, a new 
airport to serve the Chicago area will 
be built in or near Northwest Indiana. 
The building and operation of the air¬ 
port will bring thousands of jobs to 
Northwest Indiana wherever it is lo¬ 


cated and the business development 
opportunities are almost endless. 

Oberlie says the ideal mix of incom¬ 
ing businesses would include many 
smaller businesses and perhaps a few 
large ones. 

Two recent arrivals 
in the region provide 
prime examples of the 
good fit Northwest 
Indiana can provide. 

William J. Peters is 
CEO of Tinplate Part¬ 
ners, a firm that buys 
rolls of steel from the 
Northwest Indiana 
mills and cuts them 
into sheets for the 
packaging and paint industries. 
Tinplate Partners leased space in a 
vacant transmission plant in Gary and 
invested $10 million in equipment and 
training for 40 employees. The com¬ 
pany processed 35,000 tons of steel 


in its first year of operation. 

"For us the closer to the steel mills 
the better off we are and the five mills 
in the area are all within a stone's 
throw of our plant," says Peters. "We 
also kx>ked at Ohio 
and Illinois as alter¬ 
natives but between 
the tax abatements 
and proximity to the 
mills, they didn't hold 
a candle to Gary." 
Tinplate Partners got 
low-interest loans 
through the Lake 
County Economic 
Development Com¬ 
mission, enterprise- 
zone status from the state and a loan 
guarantee from the U.S. Small Busi¬ 
ness Administration. 

The steel service center business that 
Peters runs is ideally suited to the 
Northwest Indiana area. The area pro- 
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vides the raw materials dose at hand 
that Tinplate Partners needs as well as 
an extensive transportation network 
that allows the company to ship its 
product from coast to coast in the 
United States as well as to such far¬ 
away locales as the Far East and the 
Caribbean. Peters already has plans to 
expand his plant in Gary and add sec¬ 
ond and third processing lines. 

Robert T. Bourg knew he had to 
expand his plastics firm because the 
equipment he was using was anti¬ 
quated and the building housing it 
was in bad shape. Bourg says Bennett 
Industries looked throughout the Chi¬ 
cago area, going as far north as Wis¬ 
consin and also exploring the suburbs 
that ring the dty before choosing the 
Montdale industrial park on U.S. 30 
east of Valparaiso. The company will 
make shipping containers at the facil- 
ity when it opens in March. 'We needed 
to be close to our market in Chicago/' 
Bourg says. 'The composite of the ru¬ 
ral setting and the cooperation that we 
got from the local government there 
made the selection a natural one." 

Oberlie and others in Northwest 
Indiana say the growth in the area 
will come mostly from companies that 
relocate to the area rather than new 
businesses. Many hope the real 
growth comes in the form of migra¬ 
tion from Chicago and its Illinois sub¬ 
urbs. "There's already been an almost 
imperceptible shift in the center of 
industry to the east from Chicago/' 
says James Hartung, director of the 
Port of Indiana at Bums Intema-tional 
Harbor. "Chicago isn't the broad 
shoulders or the stacker of wheat 
or the butcher to the world that it 
used to be. That's becoming North¬ 
west Indiana." 

"I think companies there have grown 
tired of the politics of the city and the 
high tax base and they are starting to 
look at coming here/' affirms Bruce L. 
Dahltorp, chairman of Gainer Bank in 
Merrillville. 

But why pick up stakes and move an 
operation into Northwest Indiana? 
There are more advantages than just 
proximity toChicago and a wide range 
of transportation options. 

The tax structure in Northwest Indi¬ 
ana, for example, is one of the most 


advantageous in the nation. Indiana's 
worker's compensation taxes are the 
third-lowest in the United States. Com¬ 
pare Indiana's 5.4 percent rate with 6.4 
percent in Illinois, 7.3 percent in Ohio, 
9 percent in Michigan and Kentucky 
and 10 percent in Tennessee. Property 
taxes are far lower in Northwest Indi¬ 
ana than in Chicago or in its suburbs. 

Large enterprise zones that offer a 
wide variety of tax abatements have 
been set up in Hammond, East Chi¬ 
cago, Michigan City and Gary. The 
presence of the huge Bums Intema- 
tional Harbor facility in western Por¬ 
ter County also allows for foreign trade 
zone designations throughout the area. 
The designation can give businesses 
tax breaks and incentives. In the last 
year, about 2 million tons of cargo 
passed through the port. 

The various city and county govern¬ 
ments in Northwest Indiana have been 
aggressive in recruiting businesses and 
doing w hat they can to ease the costs of 
relocating. Most local governments 
readily offer packages of tax abate¬ 
ments and loan assistance to help in¬ 
dustries interested in moving to the 


area. The cost of constructing new 
buildings is lower in Indiana than in 
Illinois, Michigan and Ohio. 

'We have the best facilities at the 
most reasonable cost. We think it's 
quite a bargain to locate a business 
around here/' says Maxine Young, 
president of the Gary Chamber of Com-

merce. "When it gets too hard for busi¬ 
nesses to operate in the high-rent dis¬ 
trict, we offer an alternative/' 

Another of the region's strengths is 
its large and diverse wx>rk force. 'This 
is a work force that is conditioned to 
work around-the-clock in three shifts 
rather than only during the daylight 
hours like in many parts of the South/' 
says Young. 

An examination of the work force 
over the last 10 years provides a glimpse 
at the direction the economy in North¬ 
west Indiana is heading. In 1980, 43 
percent of the labor force was involved 
in manufacturing and 57 percent in the 
service industries. By 1990, the mix 
had shifted to 29 percent in manufac¬ 
turing and 71 percent in service. The 
shift is due in part to steel-mill mod¬ 
ernization. 

"This influx of people from I llinois is 
creating a service industry here," ex¬ 
plains Gainer Bank's Dahltorp. 

The U.S. Labor Department reports 
that the seven-county work force num¬ 
bers about 345,900 workers. The labor 
force in Northwest Indiana has a high 
skill level that makes the workers ideal 
targets for incoming businesses. 
Marilyn Dartz, executive director of 
the Hobart Industrial Economic De¬ 
velopment Corp., says she sells pro¬ 
spective businesses by pointing out 
that the skills learned in the steel mills 
or steel-related industries transfer well 
into other types of manufacturing. 

The region is served by a number of 
local agencies that train individuals 
for companies, including Kankakee 
Valley Workforce Development Ser- 
vicesand Lakeshore Employment and 
Training Partnership. A coalition of 
businesses has joined forces with the 
Gary campus of Indiana Vocational 
Technical School tofacilitateemployee 
training as well. The coalition includes 
Gainer Bank, five steel companies. 
Northern Indiana Public Serv ice Co., 
the Northwest Indiana Forum and a 
variety of employment- and labor-re¬ 
lated groups. Through the group's ef¬ 
forts, the Ivy Tech campus has made 
its schedule more flexible to accom¬ 
modate worker retraining. 

Nearly 800,000 people live in seven- 
county Northwest Indiana. Because 
the population is concentrated in the 


northern sections of Lake, Porter and 
LaPorte counties, there are vast spaces 
available for industrial and commer¬ 
cial development. The relatively low 
cost of buying and building in North¬ 
west Indiana coupled with lower prop¬ 
erty taxes are other reasons why the 


region is attractive to businesses look¬ 
ing to expand or relocate. 

The Northwest Indiana Forum re¬ 
ports there are more than 50 industrial 
sites and parks available for develop¬ 
ment and 12 million square feet of 
space in stand-alone and multitenant 
buildings. 

The largest category of available 
space is commercial and office space. 
Lease prices for the area's industrial 
space range from $1.75 per foot for 
large spaces with more than 100,000 
square feet up to $3.75 for smaller 
spaces, according to the Northw r est 
Indiana Forum. 

For industrial space, there are a wide 
variety of options available to compa¬ 
nies who want to move into the area. 
Hammond, East Chicago, Gary and 
Michigan City, for example, offer va¬ 
cant industrial sites. Some of thebuild- 
ings are quite large and can be 
subdivided. 

Meanwhile, new r industrial parks 
seem to grow weekly in the area. Land 
is plentiful, and cheap. Full-service 
industrial-park land in thearea isavail- 
able starting as low as $10,000 an acre. 
Lower property taxes than those in 
neighboring Illinois make the invest¬ 
ment even more worthwhile. 

In Porter County, the picture on in¬ 
dustrial land is bright as well. Due to 
low r vacancy rates, prospects are en¬ 
couraged to build. That's a good idea 
in Porter County, where vacant indus¬ 
trial land goes for 510,000 to $30,000 an 
acre and where building costs range 
from $25 to $35 a square foot. 


The development of Northwest In¬ 
diana as an economic center has fol- 
low f ed a pattern of w^est to east. The 
first companies that came in settled in 
places such as Hammond, Highland 
and Munster. Now’ firms are begin¬ 
ning to look at Hobart and Valparaiso. 


Prices for land and building space tend 
to drop as one moves to the east. De¬ 
velopment experts predict that the east¬ 
ern push will last another 10 years. 
"Portions of western LakeCountv have 
already been discovered. Wehopethat 
we are in the path for that same devel¬ 
opment," says Dartz of the Hobart 
Industrial Economic Development 
Coup. 

Joining the efforts of Dartz and the 
other local economic development of¬ 
ficials in the area is the Northern Indi¬ 
ana Public ServiceCo., w r hich provides 
gas and electric service to the entire 
region. "We have wanted to take a 
more proactive approach in our des¬ 
tiny and in the destiny of our commu¬ 
nities," says Randall C. Jacobs, director 
of economic development. "It's good 
business for us but it's also good for the 
communities if we have more custom¬ 
ers whocan provide jobs for the people 
who live there." 

The u tilitv is ready with a wide range 
of incentives of its own. There are, for 
example, economic development rates 
and special discounts for customers 
who shift some of their heaviest use to 
off-peak hours. NIPSCO also has en¬ 
ergy incentive plans and financial as¬ 
sistance for selected companies. 
NlPSCOsoverall capacity Is more than 
3 million kilowatts of electricity. The 
utility has 33 billion cubic feet of stor¬ 
age space and is Indiana's largest dis¬ 
tributor of natural gas. 

NlPSCCy s ratesarecompetitive with 
other utilities in the region and boast 
an added advantage, according to

take effect. "Most of them will see their 
rates climb 30 to 40 percent, but not 
ours," Jacobs says. "Our rates are trend¬ 
ing down." 

With Lake Michigan right next door, 
water availability isn't a concern for 
businesses looking to locate facilities 
in Northwest Indiana. The Northwest 
Indiana Forum reports that most of the 
water utilities in the region are operat¬ 
ing at only 50 percent of capacity so 
they can accommodate any economic 
development that might come their 
way. 

Another segment of the region's 
business community that actively 
courts new industrial development is 
the banking industry. While the banks 
in other parts of the country have 
soured and retracted, they remain 
strong in Northwest Indiana. Dahltorp 
of Gainer Bank in Merrillville believes 
there are several reasons. "Our 
economy has been buoyant in the last 
several years," he says. "And if the 
banks are managed well, they tend to 
do well when the economy is doing 
well." Contributing to that is the fam¬ 
ily management of almost every bank 
in the area. "When you have family in 
the office every day, it forces you to be 
a better manager." 

I nd iana's fiscally conservative banks 
tend to do business close to home and 
avoid business that is too risky, says

"We get our funds here 
and we spend them back into the com- | 
munity here." 

Most of the banks in Northwest In¬ 
diana are distinguished by their con- j 
servative lending postures as well. But 
the conservative nature has not closed 
off lending as it has at many larger 
banks. "We've never been greedy as 
far as earnings go/' Dahltorp says. 
"We want to make money, obviously, 
but we don't need to be the most prof¬ 
itable bank in the United States. We 
don't want to be that." 

The banks are prepared to help com¬ 
panies doing business in Northwest 
Indiana. 'There are a number of spe¬ 
cial programs that are available 
through financial institutions to help, 
such as loans from the Small Business 
Administration and Indiana State¬ 
wide Certified Development Corp. 
There also are state-sponsored loans 
that provide special types of funding 
for businesses," says Buhleof Centier 
Bank. "It s our goal to help our com¬ 
munities and this is one way we can 
do that." 

Dahltorp says the banks in the re¬ 
gion have excelled because they get 
themselves involved in their commu¬ 
nities through service groups and vol- 
unteer activities and by paying 
attention to what is going on around 
them. "When you are involved and 
you know what's going on you can be 
there to offer vour services when some¬ 
one new comes into the picture." 

Northwest Indiana offersagold mine 
of opportunity for new businesses look¬ 
ing to get started and for existing busi¬ 
nesses looking to relocate or expand. 
The region is close to Chicago and 
within a day's drive of almost half the 
consumers in the United States. It is 
served by an extensive array of trans¬ 
portation options. And there's a will¬ 
ing and able labor pool that is ready to 
go to work. 

The impetus for development so 
far has been residents and businesses 
from Illinois," observes Dartz of the 
Hobart Industrial Economic Develop¬ 
ment Corp. "They've decided it's just 
cheaper and better to live in Indiana." 

"When people hear what is here," 
says Oberlie, "they are impressed." ■

Why 
Northwest 
Indiana? 


If Indiana's farmland is the state's 
soul, then Northwest Indiana might 
be considered the state's muscle. 

The area has become the steel capital 
of the country. The pride, sweat and 
dollars that pour into those mills and 
factories operating in East Chicago, 
Gary, Portage and other cities at the 
heart of this industrial area have at¬ 
tracted many other businesses like a 
magnet attracts steel. 

The Northwest Indiana Forum Inc. 
helps bring companies to this comer of 
thestate. "Companiesarereferred,and 
we also do recruitment, retention and 
expansion projects," says Terri Petras, 
the organization's marketing director. 
The forum works in Lake, Porter, 
LaPorte, Starke, Newton, Jasper and 
Pulaski counties. "When a company 
comes to us and says they want to 
locate somewhere here, we can bring 
together the whole package. We can 
bring in utilities, banks to put together 
financing, the city to talk about tax 
abatements. We can draw it all to¬ 
gether for them." 

What follows is a look at some of 
those businesses that have chosen to 
make their home in Northwest Indiana. 

NATIONAL TUBE SUPPLY CO. 

"From a geographical point of view, 
this location made sense," says Gor¬ 
don Hendry, president National Tube 
Supply Co. of Hammond. "Our cus¬ 
tomer base is the Midwest, and it made 
sense to locate in Chicagoland." 

Ready access to transportation at the 
Hammond site helped National Tube, 
a distributor, pick Indiana over Illinois 
for the location of its operations, 
Hendry says. 

"We envision expanding very rap¬ 
idly. The transport and trucking com¬ 
panies have made this location 
advantageous."

"Wecouldn'thavedone 
what we're doing without the town's 
help." 

A half-million dollars has been in¬ 
vested in the company, which re¬ 
opened in the West Central Business 
Park in December 1990. The workforce 
has doubled, to 14, and serves about 
300 clients, among them some of the 
country's largest furniture manufac¬ 
turers. 

"Image is very important, and they 
wanted to make sure everything was 
right," he says. "They'll correct you if 
you call this an industrial park—if s a 
business park. If s important."

PROCESSING CO. 

In many, if not most, parts of Indi¬ 
ana, pickling is something that's done 
to a barrel full of cucumbers. In the 
Calumet Region, it refers to steel pro¬ 
duction. 

'4fs cleaning the hot-rolled steel 
coils," explains Ray Bello, the 
companv'sgeneral manager. "We take 
off the iron oxide." These surface ox¬ 
ides are removed via a series of baths 
in hydrochloric acid, a substance that 
bums the acid off.

The city won out over locations con¬ 
sidered in Wisconsin and Illinois for 
the place where the company would 
move its plastic-bucket manufactur¬ 
ing facilities. 

"The Valparaiso site was very desir¬ 
able. There are good transportation 
links to our good Chicago markets," 
Bourg says. "And we've been able to 
work with the utilities." 

The company was able to work out 
a program with Northern Indiana Pub¬ 
lic Senice Co. that reduced utility rates.

Bennett 
will benefit from a $91,000 Indiana 
Department of Commerce Industrial 
Development Infrastructure Program 
grant made to the city. 

Bennett is investing about $7 million 
in land, a building and equipment. 
The 106,000-square-foot facility is be¬ 
ing constructed on 10.5 acres in 
Valparaiso's Montdale Industrial Park. 
It is expected to open in March and will 
employ about 80 workers.

This company chose a five-acre site 
at the Southport Business Park in Por¬ 
tage for a new corporate office and 
operations headquarters last year. 

"We were consolidating our offices 
and this was the best location for ac¬ 
cess to the freeways," says Adam Wolk, 
vice president for operations of this 
industrial cleaning company, formerly 
based in Chicago. 

Thecompany, which employsabout 
250, does industrial cleanups, includ¬ 
ing vacuuming, water blasting, sewer, 
tank and concrete cleaning. Custom¬ 
ers include steel, grain, chemical, auto¬ 
motive and food companies as well as 
utilities such as NIPSCO and Com¬ 
monwealth Edison Co. 

The Northwest Indiana Forum, the 
city of Portage and Bethlehem Steel 
Corp. worked tobringCombined Plant 
Services to Ind iana. The available work 
force was a factor that entered into the 
decision. 

"It seems to be a little stronger in this 
area, the people seem to be a little 
harder working," he says. "We antici¬ 
pate being here a long time and grow¬ 
ing in the area. We need the workers to 
be able to do that."

"For us it's all logistics, access to our 
Chicago markets," says Greg Hinton, 
marketing director of Seymour-based 
Rose Acre Farms. 

The company, one of the country's 
largest egg producers, entered the 
northwest comer of the state with a 
facility in Newton County almost seven 
years ago. Since that time operations 
have branched out to Pulaski, White 
and Jasper counties. In the four coun¬ 


ties the company employs about 250 
people. Jasper County was recently 
tapped for construction of a new egg¬ 
drying facility. 

"Basically, this is taking the egg and 
putting it in powdered form," he ex¬ 
plains. 'It's a new area for us, going 


into egg products. We've always had it 
in the shell. Now we're taking it out." 

"This is a multi million dollar in¬ 
vestment in Jasper County," Hinton 
says. "Products from that facility will 
go to Chicago and they'll go coast-to- 
coast." ■
